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THE  HISTORY  OF  INDIANA  STATE  COLLEGE 

Since  the  founding  of  the  State  College  at  Indiana, 
Pennsylvania,  in  1875,  the  college  has  graduated  approxi- 
mately 20,000  students;  and  since  becoming  a  degree 
conferring  institution  in  1927,  the  college  has  granted 
11,000  degrees.  In  addition  to  thc^e  graduates,  the  first 
group  to  receive  a  Master's  degree  was  in  August  of  1958. 
The  total   to   date  is   250. 

Located  in  the  central  western  section  of  the  state 
about  fifty  miles  east  of  Pittsburgh,  Indiana  State  College 
is  the  largest  of  fourteen  Pennsylvania  state  colleges.  It 
is  now  operated  as  a  part  of  the  public  school  system 
of  Pennsylvania  under  the  teacher  education  division  of 
the    Department    of    Public    Instruction. 

Local  control  of  the  college  is  vested  in  the  board  of 
trustees  of  nine  members  appointed  by  the  governor  of 
the  Commonwealth.  Since  July  1,  1948,  Dr.  Willis  E. 
Pratt,  president  of  the  college,  has  served  as  the  chief 
executive   officer. 

Indiana  grew  out  of  the  need  for  a  teacher  training 
institution  in  western  Pennsylvania.  In  1871,  the  Penn- 
sylvania  general  assembly  passed  an  act  granting  aid  to 
the  establishment  of  a  normal  school  in  the  ninth  Penn' 
sylvania    district. 

The  first  building  was  completed  and  opened  for  stu' 
dents  on  May  17,  1875.  At  the  present  time  approxi' 
mately  3,808  full -time  students  arc  enrolled  at  the  col' 
lege  with   235   faculty  members. 

The  main  campus  of  the  College,  originally  twenty- 
three  acres  with  one  building,  is  now  composed  of  one 
hundred  acres  on  which  are  located  twenty  principal  halls, 
twenty  other  buildings,   and  a   new  athletic  field. 

The  College  Lodge,  located  a  few  miles  from  Indiana, 
is   surrounded   by   one  hundred   acres   of  wooded    hillside. 
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This  not  only  offers  opportunity  for  classes  to  study  na- 
ture and  conservation,  hut  also  provides  an  ideal  settin^i 
for   numerous   social   activities. 

Indiana  prepares  teachers  for  the  Pennsylvania  public 
schools  in  the  special  curricula  of  art,  business,  home 
economics,  and  music,  as  well  as  in  elementary  and  the 
academic  subject  fields  in  secondary  education.  In  addi' 
tion,  the  College  also  prepares  dental  hyjjienists  and  pub- 
lic school  nurses,  and  certifies  teachers  in  safety  and 
driver  education. 

In  April,  19  20,  the  ownership  and  control  of  the 
school  passed  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  In 
May,  1927,  by  authority  of  the  General  Assembly,  the 
State  Normal  School  became  a  collejje  with  the  right  to 
grant  degrees.  The  name  was  then  changed  to  the  State 
Teachers  College  at  Indiana.  In  1959,  the  name  was 
changed  to  Indiana  State  College  in  keeping  with  a 
state  ruling  that  changed  the  names  of  all  the  teachers 
colleges. 

In  September,  1957,  the  State  College  at  Indiana  be- 
gan giving  graduate  courses  leading  to  a  Master  of  Edu- 
cation degree  in  elementary  education.  This  marked  the 
first  occasion  on  which  a  Pennsylvania  state  college  had 
work  on  the  graduate  level.  The  college  has  now,  with 
the  approval  of  the  state  council  of  education,  expanded 
the  graduate  work  to  the  Master's  degree  level  in  Eng- 
lish, social  science,  mathematics,  geography,  elementary 
science,  biology,  physical  science,  chemistry,  guidance, 
music,  business,  and  art.  The  college  is  an  approved, 
fully  accredited  member  of  the  Middle  States  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  for  Teacher  Education,  and  the  Na- 
tional   Council,  for    Accreditation    of    Teacher    Education. 

In  September,  1962,  Indiana  State  College  began  of- 
fering work  for  the  bachelor  of  arts  degree  with  studies 
in    the    humanities,    natural    sciences,    and    social    sciences 
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with  concentrations  in  English,  speech  and  theater,  art, 
music,  philosophy,  Spanish,  French,  German,  mathemat' 
ics,  biology,  chemistry,  physics,  earth  science,  history, 
political  science,  anthropology-sociology,  economics,  geog' 
raphy,    and    psychology. 

The  Dean  of  Liberal  Arts  students  is  Dr.  William  H. 
Hassler,  who  assumed  his  duties  during  this  past  summer. 
The  earliest  date  at  which  Indiana  will  be  permitted  to 
grant  a   degree  in   liberal   arts  will   be  May,    1964. 

Indiana  State  College  has  an  established  center  at 
Punxsutawney  and  anticipates  opening  a  second  center 
in  Kittanning  in  the  fall  of  1963.  Basic  purpose  of  these 
centers  is  to  provide  the  first  two  years  of  college  in 
the  fields  and  areas  covered  by  Indiana  State  College  for 
students  who  wish  to  live  at  home  and  do  college  work 
at  the  centers.  The  curricula,  costs,  and  all  other  par- 
ticulars  are  as  near  as  possible  to  those  of  the  main 
Indiana   State   College   campus. 

We  are  now  adding  new  buildings  and  developing 
the  athletic  field  on  our  campus.  A  new  field  house  is 
to  be  constructed  at  the  end  of  Eleventh  Street  on  the 
southwest  campus.  A  new  dormitory  for  men  and  a  new 
dormitory  for  women  are  planned  on  the  north  campus 
and  a  new  home  economics  classroom  building  is  being 
constructed  on  east  campus.  A  new  dining  room  will 
be  located  on  the  corner  of  Grant  and  South  Eleventh 
Streets,  and  there  will  be  an  addition  to  Walsh  Hall, 
the   present  science   building.

ABSENCE  AND  TARDINESS  The  College  has 

no  cut  system  ot  absenteeism.  In  case  of  absence  or 
tardiness  the  student  will  fill  out  a  blank,  which  is  avail- 
able at  any  department  olRce,  and  present  it  to  the  in- 
structor    for   admission    to    the    class. 

The  instructor  will  jud^e  the  merits  of  the  excuse  and 
handle  the  matter  accordintjly.  Whenever  an  instructor 
feels  that  any  student  has  been  absent  or  tardy  to  an 
extent  that  might  endanger  scholastic  standing,  the  in- 
structor  will  report  the  student  to  the  office  of  the  Dean 
of  Instruction.  This  plan  puts  the  responsibility  first 
upon  the  student,  second  upon  the  instructor,  and  third 
upon  the  Dean  of  Instruction,  who  may  in  turn  furnish 
the  adviser  and  the  Dean  of  Men  or  the  Dean  of  Women 
with    whatever    information    is    necessary    for    a    follow-up. 

ADVISORY  —  The  objective  of  the  advisory  sys- 
tem IS  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  each  student  to 
discuss  problems  relative  to  his  scholastic  work  with  an 
instructor  in  his  major  field.  Each  student  is  assigned 
an  adviser  by  the  Dean  of  Students  office  and  regular 
advisory  hours  are  held,  although  a  student  may  consult 
his  adviser  at  other  times.  Through  his  adviser  the  stu- 
dent receives  results  of  special  testing  and  grade  reports 
and   is  assisted   in   the   scheduling   of  his   classes. 

BROADCASTING  —  Radio  broadcasting  continues 
as  an  established  activity  of  the  College.  The  Broad- 
casting   Studio   is   located    in    Leonard    Hall. 

CARS  —  Every  student  who  regularly  drives  a  car 
on  the  College  campus  must  register  with  the  Dean  of 
Students  and  have  a  sticker  on  the  left  side  of  the  rear 
bumper.  Parking  violations  are  checked  daily:  drivers 
may  be   fined   for  illegal   parking. 
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Resident  women  and  freshman  men  who  do  not  com' 
mute  daily  are  not  permitted  to  keep  cars  in  Indiana  un' 
less  special  permission  is  given  them  by  the  appropriate 
dean. 

The  CLARK  HALL  COFFEE  SHOP  and  the  Tele- 
vision Room  are  located  on  the  ground  floor  of  Clark 
Hall  and  are  open  to  all  students.  All  types  of  light 
lunches   are    available.

COLLEGE  CONVOCATIONS  arc  held  approxi- 
mately every  other  Tuesday  at  1 1  a.m.  At  this  time  the 
College  presents  the  best  available  speakers,  artists,  and 
musicians.  Freshmen  and  sophomores  are  expected  to  at- 
tend these.  All  convocations  are  announced  in  the  Daily 
Bulletin    and   the   Indiana    Penn. 

The  COLLEGE  INFIRMARY,  located  at  406  South 
11th  Street,  behind  Cogswell  Hall,  is  for  the  use  of  all 
students  free  of  charge,  except  for  special  medication  and 
prescriptions.  Regular  hours  are  maintained,  but  there  is 
a  nurse  available  at  all  times  in  case  of  an  emergency. 
The  nurse  should  not  be  called  to  the  student's  room 
unless  the  seriousness  of  the  illness  makes  a  trip  to  the 
infirmary  impossible.  After  the  dormitories  close  for  the 
night,  women  students  should  contact  their  Counselor, 
their  Head  Resident,  or  the  Dean  of  Women,  in  case  of 
illness. 

House  and  dormitory  students  who  are  seriously  ill 
may  secure  a  bed  in  the  infirmary  free  of  charge  for 
three  days.  For  each  additional  day  a  charge  of  $1.00 
is  made.  Off-campus  students  are  charged  $2.00  a  day 
from   the  first  day. 
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Infirmary  vcrilication  ior  excuse  blanks  can  he  ob- 
tained only  if  the  illness  is  reported  before  the  class  is 
misled.  Illness  excuse  blanks  can  be  secured  at  all  dc 
partment    offices. 

So  that  a  complete  health  record  may  bo  kept,  all 
students  are  asked  to  stop  at  the  infirmary  before  visit- 
ing a  doctor  or  a  dentist  in  town.  Students  who  become 
ill  at  home  should  not  return  to  school  until  they  are 
well  enough  to  attend  classes.  If  a  physician  has  been 
in  attendance,  the  student  should  bring  to  the  infirmary 
a  statement   of  the   diagnosis. 

A  maximum  of  two  visitors  may  be  permitted  from 
^:00  4:00  p.  m.,  if  granted  permission  by  the  nurse. 
Persons  with  contagious  diseases  are  not  permitted  to 
have   visitors.

The  DAILY  BULLETIN  is  issued  by  the  administra- 
tion every  day.  All  notices  to  be  printed  must  be  dc 
posited  at  the  Post  Office  before  4:00  p.m.  on  the  day 
previous  to  publication.  Notice?  may  not  appear  more 
than  two  consecutive  days.  They  must  be  clear,  concise, 
and  of  concern  to  a  large  portion  of  the  student  body; 
and  they  must  have  the  signature  of  the  adviser  or  spon- 
sor. 

FIRE  DRILL  REGUL.ATIONS  -  A  lire  drill,  re- 
quired by  state  regulations,  is  held  monthly  by  all  col- 
lege personnel.  Fire  drill  regulations  are  posted  in  each 
hall  of  the  college  buildings.  Students  are  expected  to 
act  promptly  according  to  directions  and  to  be  acquainted 
with  the  proper  exit  from  any  location  in  the  buildings 
on   the  campus. 

A  student  in  each  class  should  be  appointed  to  open 
and  wedge  the  door  when  the  alarm  rings.  In  rooms 
where  there  are  fire  escapes,  instructors  are  responsible 
for  having  the  doors  leading  to  the  fire  escapes  opened 
and   blocked  immediately. 

Before  leaving  the  rooms,  instructors  should  be  sure 
that  all  the  windows  and  doors  are  closed.  Lights  should 
be  left  on.  Instructors  are  urged  to  leave  the  building 
and  to  assist  by  keeping  all  exits  clear  and  by  asking 
students  to  keep  moving  until  they  are  fifty  feet  from 
the  building. 

LOST  AND  FOUND  ^  Students  should  report  the 
loss    of    property    immediately    to    the    custodian    of    the 
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buildings.  Articles  found  should  be  turned  in  at  the 
Post  Office. 

MAIL  The    Posi    CMficc    and    the    Women's    Mail 

Room  arc  located  on  the  ground  floor  at  the  west  en' 
trance  to  John  Sutton  Hall.  All  other  students  receive 
their  mail  at  their  place  of  residence.  Women  day  stu- 
dents get  their  mail  in  boxes  provided  for  them  in  John 
Sutton  Hall;  men,  in  Whitmyre  Hall.  Commuters  should 
check  their  boxes  regularly.  Since  the  Post  Office  is  a 
branch  of  the  City  Post  Office,  it  is  open  every  day  so 
that  students  may  mail  out  or  receive  packages  through  it. 

THE  ORIENTATION  PROGRAM  The  first  five 
days  of  the  first  semester  are  known  as  "Freshman  Week." 
During  these  days  new  students  complete  their  registra- 
tion, secure  their  programs,  and  take  a  battery  of  tests. 
Other  activities  include  a  mixer  dance,  a  convocation,  a 
hall  group  get-together,  a  meeting  with  their  counselors, 
and   several   meetings  with   the   social   deans. 

During  the  first  semester,  orientation  programs  are 
held  for  freshmen  and  transfer  students.  The  social 
needs,  customs,  campus  activities,  and  academic  proce- 
dure are  discussed  at  these  meetings.  Attendance  is  re- 
quired. 
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PUBLICATIONS   UNDER   THE    GENERAL   SUPER- 
\  ISION  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF  PUBLIC  RELATIONS: 

The  INDIANA  PENN  is  the  weekly  campus  news' 
paper,  published  by  those  students  who  wish  to  gain 
writing  experience.  Interested  students  are  advised  to 
attend  the  organizational  meeting  which  is  held  early  in 
each  semester.  The  two  top  executive  positions  are  sc 
lected  by  the  Student  Council  upon  recommendation  of 
a   student'faculty   committee. 


The  OAK  is  the  college  yearbook,  a  pictorial  and 
written  review  of  the  year's  activities,  given  to  all  seniors 
who  have  paid  the  activity  fee  for  two  semesters.  Fresh' 
men,  sophomores,  and  juniors  may  receive  the  book  by 
ordering  it  at  the  Oak  office.  The  book  is  sold  to  under' 
classmen    at   cost. 


Applications  for  staff  positions  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Director  of  Public  Relations.  From  these  applications, 
a  committee,  composed  of  the  OAK  advisers,  retiring 
Editor  and  Business  Manager,  Public  Relations  Director, 
Student  Council  President  and  representative,  selects  the 
staff  members.  The  ten  paid  positions  on  the  staff  are 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Student  Council.  Advis- 
ers:   Reese,  Lucker,  and  Sheeder. 


The  INDIANA  STUDENT  WRITES,  a  student' 
sponsored  magazine,  gives  undergraduates  the  opportu' 
nity  to  see  their  best  literary  efforts  in  print.  Any  stu' 
dent  may  submit  articles,  short  stories,  short  plays,  poems, 
and  essays  for  publication.  Instructions  for  submitting 
manuscripts  appear  in  the  Daily  Bulletin  in  November 
of  each   year. 
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Application  for  the  editorial  positions  on  the  STU- 
DENT WRITES  should  he  made  to  the  advisers,  but 
the  hnal  selection  is  made  by  the  Student  Council  act- 
ing on  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Publi' 
cations.

The  CUE,  the  college  handbook,  is  distributed  be- 
tore  the  opening  of  the  fall  session  each  year  as  a  guide 
to  the  students.  In  it  are  published  the  regulations  gov- 
erning students  and  student  activities.  The  Cue  also 
contains  descriptions  of  the  college  organizations,  both 
curricular  and  extracurricular,  and  a  calendar  of  events 
for  the  coming   year.    Advisers:     Hull,   Jones. 


SELECTIVE  SERNTCE  AND  MILITARY  INFOR- 
MATION Every  man  enrolled  at  Indiana,  including 
ROTC  cadets  and  those  who  have  not  yet  registered 
with  Selective  Service,  should  report  by  October  10  and 
February  10  to  the  Assistant  Dean  of  Men  in  Whitmyre 
Hall  to  file  information  concerning  his  Selective  Service 
status.  All  information  received  from  Selective  Service 
should  be  reported  so  that  records  are  up-to-date  at  all 
times.  All  correspondence  and  reports  to  the  Selective 
Service  Boards  are  sent  from  the  office  of  the  Assistant 
Dean   of  Men. 


Students  may  be  considered  tor  determent  on  the 
basis  of  academic  rank  or  on  the  basis  of  the  score  made 
on  the  Selective  Service  Qualification  Test.  All  students, 
including  ROTC  cadets,  should  take  the  test  the  first 
time  it  is  offered. 

Every  man  is  required  by  law  to  register  with  Selec- 
tive Service  within  five  days  after  his  eighteenth  birth- 
day. Students  may  report  to  the  local  Indiana  Selective 
Service   Board   instead   of  returning  to  their  home   board. 
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SMOKING  REGULATIONS  —  Smoking  is  not  per- 
mitted in  campus  buildings,  halls,  or  lavatories.  Men 
may  smoke  on  the  campus,  in  the  Men's  Lounge  Room, 
or  in  Whitmyre  Hall.  Women  may  smoke  only  in  the 
smoking  rooms  provided  in  each  women's  dormitory,  in 
the   Student   Union,   or   in   the   Coffee   Shop.

TELEVISION  production  experience  is  now  available 
at  the  college.  Interested  students  spend  a  minimum  of 
100  hours  learning  the  mechanics  of  production  through 
the  facilities  of  WQED,  Pittsburgh's  educational  tele 
vision  station.  This  workshop  experience  serves  as  part 
of  the  requirements  for  the  educational  television  course 
offered   each  semester. 

In  addition  to  workshop  participation,  both  faculty 
members  and  students  present  television  programs  of 
various  kinds.  Some  of  these  stress  classroom  instruction, 
while   others   encourage   artistic   appreciation. 
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TESTING  PROGRAM  —  All  new  students  except 
those  transferring  two  years'  credit  arc  required  to  take 
a  series  of  tests  during  the  first  week  of  school.  The  pre 
gram  includes  a  personality  inventory,  achievement  exam- 
inations  in  reading,  writing,  mathematics,  social  studies, 
and  science,  and  a  speech  test.  Pa.ssing  the  speech  test 
(demonstrating  normal  speech)  is  one  ot  the  necessary 
requirements  tor  attaining  Junior  Standing.  The  results 
ol  the  tests  are   given  to  the  student  by  his  adviser. 


VETERANS'  INFORMATION  The  Assistant  Dean 
ot  Men  also  ser\es  as  X'eterans"  Counselor.  Korean  vet' 
erans  must  report  to  their  secretary  on  the  day  of  enroll' 
ment  each  semester  and  each  summer  session,  in  order 
to  he  paid  subsistence  beginning  with  the  first  day  of 
the  term.  Immediately  after  registering,  the  veteran  must 
bring  his  receipts  to  the  otfice  of  the  Veterans'  Coun- 
selor to  complete  enrollment  for  V.  A.  purposes.  He 
must  also  report  on  the  last  school  day  of  each  month 
to  sign   payroll   documents. 

V.  A.  regulations  require  the  Veterans'  Counselor  to 
report  immediately  to  the  Veterans'  Administration  any 
veteran  whose  conduct  or  academic  progress  is  unsatis' 
factory,  whose  absences  are  excessive,  or  who  withdraws 
from  college.  The  faculty  make  absence  reports  each 
week.  Excessive  absence  may  lead  to  reduction  in  sub- 
sistence  pay   or   to   interruption   of   training. 

Korean  veterans  niu-'^t  pay  for  all  fees,  textbooks,  and 
supplies  at  the  same  time  that  non-veteran  students  are 
required     to     pay. 

Each  veteran  is  responsible  to  the  Veterans'  Counselor 
for  reporting  any  change  of  program  made  at  any  time 
after  enrollment.  He  should  also  report  in  the  event  an 
emergency  requires  absence  in  excess  of  three  days,  so 
that    his    absence    will    not    be    interpreted    as    withdrawal 
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from  college  and  reported  as  such  to  the  Veterans'  Ad' 
ministration.  Upon  return  from  such  absence  he  should 
report  to  the  Veterans'   Counselor. 

If  a  veteran  must  withdraw  from  college,  he  should 
sign  the  documents  required  by  Veterans'  Administration 
regulations.  All  veterans  should  present  a  photostatic 
copy  of  their  discharge  papers  (DD214)  to  the  Dean  of 
School   of   Education   to   secure   credit  for   health   courses. 

The  foregoing  regulations  also  apply  to  graduate  stU' 
dents   attending   under   Public  Law    550. 

War  orphans  should  sec  the  Assistant  Dean  of  Men 
regarding  possible  eligibility  to  attend  under  Public  Law 
634.

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ATHLETIC  REGULATIONS 

Eligibility 

1.  Years  of  Competition.  A  student  shall  not  be 
allowed  r.Kjie  ih.m  lt)ur  years  oi  iniercollej;iate  compc 
tition. 

2.  A  student  must  complete  his  intercollegiate  com' 
petition  within  a  hve-year  period  from  the  date  of  first 
matriculatit)n  at  any  college.  This  restriction  may  be 
waived   in   the  case   of  a  veteran   or  draftee. 

Interpretation:  In  determining  years  of  competition 
in  all  cases,  the  following  provision  applies:  Participa- 
tions,  however  brief,  in  any  intercollegiate  athletic  com- 
petition in  any  college  or  junior  college  will  cause  that 
year  to  count  as  one  of  the  allotted  years  of  competition. 

Note:  The  restrictions  of  Section  I-C  are  waived  in 
the  case  of  a  veteran.  The  years  during  which  a  student 
may  have  represented  any  college  as  a  service  trainee  in 
intercollegiate  athletic  competition  shall  not  count  in  his 
total   years   of   eligibility. 

3.  Academic  Attainment. 

a.  A  student  to  be  eligible  must  carry  at  least  twelve 
(12)    semester  hours  of  credit   courses. 

b.  A  student  to  be  eligible  must  have  secured  pass' 
ing  grades  in  at  least  twelve  (12)  semester  hours  of 
work  during  his  preceding  semester.  A  student  having 
failed  to  pass  twelve  (12)  semester  hours  in  any  semes' 
ter  may  become  eligible  by  attending  summer  sessions 
and  securing  a  passing  grade  in  twelve  (12)  semester 
hours   of   credit 

4.  Transfer  Students.  No  transfer  student  shall  be 
eligible  for  intercollegiate  athletic  competition  in  varsity 
sports  until  he  has  completed  satisfactorily  a  full  year's 
or   two  semesters'   work   at    his   college. 
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Interpretations: 

a.  Attendance  at  summer  sessions  shall  not  be  re' 
garded  as  meeting  the  requirements  of  a  semester's  resi' 
dence. 

b.  The  student  who  trams  at  a  training  camp  with 
a  college  before  the  football  season  opens  but  who  does 
not  matriculate  at  the  college  is  eligible  to  enter  a  state 
college  and  play  that  season. 

Matriculation  means  a  payment  of  fees,  completion 
of   registration   forms,    and   attendance   at  one   class. 

c.  A  student  transferring  from  a  regularly  accredited 
junior  college   shall   not  be   affected   by   this  rule. 

5.  Amateur  Rule.  A  student  competing  in  intercol' 
legiate  athletics  shall  be  an  amateur  in  good  standing. 
An  amateur  sportsman  is  one  who  is  engaged  in  sports 
for  the  physical,  mental,  or  social  benefits  he  derives 
therefrom,  and  to  whom  the  sport  is  an  avocation.  A 
student  ceases  to  be  an  amateur  and  is  therefore  ineligi- 
ble to  participate  in  intercollegiate  competition  by  the 
commission    of   any   of   the    following    acts: 

a.  Participation  in  any  athletic  competition  under  an 
assumed    name,    or   otherwise   with    intent   to    deceive. 

b.  Directly  or  indirectly  receiving  money  or  remu' 
neration  for  participation  in  any  competition  as  a  player 
or  for  coaching  any   sport. 

c.  Directly  or  indirectly  receiving  money  for  sign- 
ing   a   contract  with    a   professional   team   in    any   sport. 

d.  Signing  a  contract  with  a  professional  team  in 
any  sport,  regardless  of  any  subsequent  cancellation  or 
revocation,  absence  of  payment,  or  lack  of  training  with 
the   team. 

6.  A  student  who  is  a  squad  member  on  or  after  the 
date  of  the  first  regularly  scheduled   contest,  and  who  en' 
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gage.s  in  any  athletic  contest  during  the  time  the  college 
is  in  session,  not  arranged  by  his  college,  organized  col' 
lege  conferences,  or  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  and 
approved  by  his  college,  shall  not  be  eligible  to  repre- 
sent his  college  in  that  sport  during  the  remainder  of 
that  college  year  and  during  the  succeeding  season  of 
the  sport  in  which  he  participated  in  an  unauthorized 
contest.  This  restriction  includes  Thanksgiving  vacation 
and  the  time  between  semesters,  but  does  not  include 
Christmas  vacation. 

7.  Varsity  Competition.  A  state  college  varsity  team 
may  compete  only  with  varsity  teams  of  four-year  degree' 
granting   colleges   in    regularly   scheduled    games. 

Interpretations: 

a.  Regularly  scheduled  games  are  games  for  which 
contracts   are   signed    and/or   admission   charged. 

b.  Where  scheduling  difficulties  are  encountered,  this 
rule  may  be  waived  by  the  athletic  committee  of  the 
Board   of   Presidents. 

8.  Playing  and  Practice   Season: 

a.  Pre 'Season  practice  in  football  shall  not  begin 
prior  to  September  1  of  each  year  and  the  regular  play 
ing  schedule  shall  be  limited  ^o  a  maximum  of  ten  games 
in   a   season    exclusive   of   post'season   competition. 

b.  Pre 'Season  practice  in  basketball  shall  not  begin 
prior  to  October  15  of  each  year:  the  first  scheduled 
game  shall  not  be  played  prior  to  December  1,  and  the 
maximum  number  of  regularly  scheduled  games  shall  not 
exceed  twenty  six  in  a  season,  exclusive  of  post 'season 
tournament  contests. 

c.  Organized  post'season  practice  in  football  shall  be 
limited  to  twenty  sessions  in  a  period  of  thirtysix  cal- 
endar days,   vacation   and   examination   days   excluded. 
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d.  Organized  post'season  practice  in  basketball  shall 
he  limited  to  twenty  sessions  in  a  period  of  thirty  calen' 
dar  days,   vacation   and   examination    days  excluded. 

9.  These  regulations  were  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Presidents  July  20,  1956,  and  shall  become  effective 
September   1,    1959. 


ATHLETIC  AWARD  SYSTEM 

The  Athletic  Awards  at  Indiana  include  the  Varsity 
"  I,"  emblemed  sweaters,  and  gold  service  awards.  In 
order  to  achieve  these  awards  certain  requirements  have 
been    established. 

For  the  letter,  the  Varsity  "I,"  each  sport  has  set 
up  its  own  requirements,  peculiar  to  its  own  sport.  The 
award  is  based  on  participation,  scoring  of  points,  atteu' 
dance,   and    recommendation   of  the   coach. 

The  sweaters  are  presented  to  those  players  who  have 
won  their  second  "I"  with  the  condition  that  the  letter 
was  won  the  second  time  in  the  same  sport. 

The  gold  service  awards  are  given  to  the  athletes 
who  are  seniors,  who  have  completed  their  last  year  of 
eligibility,  and  who  have  earned  sweaters  in  the  same 
sport. 

The  system  is  set  up  so  that  a  player  actually  receives 
one  letter  and  one  sweater.  A  gold  award  can  be  re- 
ceived in  each  of  the  Varsity  sports  by  seniors  earning 
three  letters  in  the  same  sport.  Certificates  are  issued  to 
each   player  for  each   award   earned. 

Also,  awards  are  set  up  for  team  managers,  cheer- 
leaders, and  the  Indiana  Indian.  At  the  end  of  the  first 
year  of  service,  each  receives  numerals,  at  the  end  of  the 
second  year  the  Varsity  '"  I,"  and  at  the  end  of  the  third 
year  the  jacket.

LIFE  SAVING- WATER  SAFETY  —  Classes  in  Sen- 
ior Lite  Saving  are  offered  both  semesters  to  provide 
training  for  students  who  desire  to  quahfy  for  work  in 
summer  camps  and  other  projects.

COLLEGE  HOUSING   REGULATIONS 


GENER.A.L 

There  shall  be  no  intoxicating  beverages  or  gam- 
bling on  college  property,  in  fraternity  houses,  or 
in  residences  rented  in  town.  Violation  may  lead 
to  immediate  suspension  from  college.  Students  re- 
turning to  the  campus  in  an  intoxicated  ci>nilifi(>n 
will  be  suspended. 

Students  shall  not  possess  or  store  firearms  while  in 
residence. 
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Students  arc  not  permitted  to  act  as  sales  or  adver- 
tising representatives  on  campus  without  permission 
of  the  appropriate  Dean.  Students  should  require 
outside  sales  representatives  to  show  their  authoriza' 
tioii    before    inakiny   any  commitment. 


4.  Only  senior  students  and  those  who  commute  daily 
to  their  homes  shall  have  cars  in  Indiana.  Students 
with  unusual  situations  should  direct  their  inquiries 
to  the  Dean  of  Men  or  the  Dean  of  Women.  In 
any  case,  cars  should  he  registered  in  the  Dean  of 
Students'   Office. 


Switchboard  service  is  available  from  8  a.m.  to 
11  p.m.  The  switchboard  will  not  furnish  extension 
numbers  for  inter-dormitory  phone  calls.  Therefore, 
students  should  use  the  proper  extension  number 
listed  on  the  rooming  lists  available  at  telephone 
stands. 


6.      Fire   drills  will   be   held   periodically   throughout   the 
year  in  all   college  housing. 


The  rules  for  the  wearing  of  Bermuda  shorts  arc 
as  follows:  (1)  shorts  may  not  be  worn  to  classes 
or  offices;  (2)  shorts  may  not  be  worn  in  the  Li- 
brary; (3)  shorts  may  not  be  worn  in  the  Student 
Union  after  6  p.m.;  (4)  shorts  may  not  be  worn 
in  the  dining  halls  for  the  evening  meal  or  for 
Sunday  dinner;  (5)  shorts  may  not  be  worn  by 
spectators  to  athletic  contests  at  which  the  general 
public  is  in  attendance;  (6)  shorts  may  not  be  worn 
in  the  business  district  of  Indiana;  and  (7)  shorts 
may  not  be  worn  at  any  time  or  place  after  6  p.m. 
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COLLEGE  ROOMS  AND  FURNISHINGS 

1.  Rooms  should  be  kept  orderly  and  beds  should  be 
made  daily. 

2.  Furniture  and  other  furnishings  shall  not  be  ex' 
changed  or  removed  from  rooms  without  permis' 
sion  from  the  Head  Resident.  College  property 
must  not  be  damaged  or  defaced  in  any  way,  in' 
eluding  driving  tacks,  nails,  or  screws  into  walls. 
Pictures   may   be   hung   with    masking   tape   only. 

3.  Mattresses  arc  not  to  be  removed  from  beds  and 
must  not  be  taken   outside  of  rooms. 

4.  Window  ledges  shall  be  kept  clear  inside  and  out. 
Clothing,  towels,  food,  etc.  must  not  be  in  the  win- 
dow area  so  that  they  can  be  seen   from   outside. 

3.  Electric  razors  and  portable  radios  are  permitted  in 
the  rooms.  T\'  sets  and  hi-li  sets  are  not  allowed 
in  the  rooms.  Electrical  heating  units  such  as  hot 
plates  and  coffee  percolators  are  prohibited  in  com' 
pliance  with  fire  regulations.  Ironing  boards  are  al' 
so  prohibited. 

6.  No  plug-in  sockets  or  electrical  attachments  are  per' 
mitted  without  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Maintenance. 

7.  No  special  athletic  equipment,  such  as  weight-lifting 
devices,  chains,   etc.,   is   permitted   in   the  dormitories 

•  or  college  houses. 

8.  Rooms  in  college  property  will  be  available  for  oC' 
cupancy  the  day  before  registration,  and  the  day  be- 
fore the  opening  of  college  after  vacations,  unless 
other  arrangements  are  made  with  the  office  of  the 
Dean   of  Men  or  Dean  of  Women. 
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9.  Rooms  shall  be  vacated  by  7  p.  m.  of  the  day  a 
vacation  begins,  and  remain  unoccupied  during  the 
entire  vacation.  Exceptions  should  be  cleared  in 
the  Dean  of  Men's  or  the  Dean  of  Women's  Office. 

10.  No  personal  possessions  may  be  left  in  houses  or 
dormitories  at  the  close  of  school  in  May  or  August. 
Storage  facilities  may  be  available  in  some  dormi' 
tories  on  permission  from  the  Head  Resident.  Prop' 
erty   left   in    rooms   will    be    considered    discarded. 

11.  Money  and  valuables  should  be  locked  up,  and  any 
loss  should  be  reported  immediately  to  the  office  of 
the  Dean  of  Men  or  Women.  Any  articles  found 
may   be   turned    in   to   the   College   Post    Office. 

12.  Study  hours  begin  at  7  p.m.  and  reasonable  quiet 
shall   prevail   thereafter. 

13.  In  case  of  illness,  students  should  contact  the  House 
Head,  Hall  Counselor,  or  Head  Resident  at  once. 
If  none  of  these  are  available,  the  Dean  of  Men  or 
Women    or   their   assistants   should   be   called. 

14.  Musical  instruments  are  not  to  be  practiced  upon 
or  played   in   dormitory   rooms. 

15.  Visitors  of  college  age  may  remain  overnight  on 
week-ends  if  they  obtain  permission  from  the  Head 
Resident,  the  roommate,  and  the  student  whose  bed 
is  being  used.  There  is  a  charge  of  $1.56  to  be 
paid  to  the  Head  Resident.  There  are  to  be  no 
guests   during  the   week. 

Special  dormitory  regulations  pertaining  to  particu' 
lar  conditions  in  each  dormitory  have  been  placed 
on  the  respective  bulletin  boards.  These  should  be 
consulted  by  the  students  at  the  beginning  of  their 
residence.

Reception  lounge  is 
open   for   those    taking   late    permissions. 

6.  During  the  evening  hours  all  escorted  women  are 
to  leave  their  dates  at  Reception  Lounge  Door,  East 
Porch  Entrance,  or  Thomas  Sutton  Entrance  ONLY. 

7.  Students  who  are  not  completely  dressed  must  wear 
robes  and  slippers  in  the  halls.  Slacks  and  Bermuda 
shorts  are  to  be  worn  ONLY  in  the  places  and  at 
the  times  designated  under  General  College  RegU' 
lations. 

8.  Each  student's  name,  classification,  and  fire  number 
must  appear  on  her  door.  With  the  exception  of  a 
note  pad,  no  other  decorations  are  permitted. 
Any  infringement  of  these  rules  will  be  subject  to 
disciplinary  action  by  the  Women's  Judicial  Board. 
Any  girl  asked  to  report  herself  must  do  so  before 
5:00   the   following  Monday   evening.

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SPECIAL   REGULATIONS   FOR   MEN: 

Men  who  date  college  women  assume  equal  respon' 
sibility  with  them  to  abide  by  the  regulations  gov- 
ernimg  women,  and  must  accept  equal  censure  with 
the   women   for  any   infraction   of   regulations. 

Women  visitors  arc  permitted  in  fraternity  houses 
and  residences  only  for  officially  registered  social 
events.  There  shall  be  no  other  women  visitors  in 
men's  residences  except  on  Sunday,  from  2  to  5 
p.m.,  when  mothers  and  other  members  of  the  ini' 
mediate  family  may  visit.  At  other  times,  female 
relatives  may  visit  in  the  dormitory  lounges,  and 
male  relatives  may  visit  in  the  rooms,  providing  that 
none  of  these  visits  interfere  with  the  student's  aca- 
demic  program. 

Student  residents  shall  be  responsible  for  the  con- 
duct  of  their  visitors  when  they  are  on  campus. 
Such   visitors  should   leave   campus  by    1 1    p.m. 

Men  renting  rooms  or  apartments  in  town  shall  not 
entertain   women   visitors  at  any   time. 

There   shall    be    no   smoking    while    in    bed. 

No  showers  shall  be  taken  before  6:30  a.  m.  and 
after  11:00  p.m.  Robes  and  slippers  shall  be  worn 
by   students  when    they   are    not   completely    dressed. 

A  student  planning  to  be  away  overnight  should 
inform   the   person  in   charge   of   his  building. 

Students  shall  dress  for  dinner.  H  men  wear  sport 
shirts  with  their  coats,  shirts  should  be  buttoned  at 
the  collar.  Sunday  dinner  is  considered  more  for- 
mal, and  men  are  expected  to  wear  ties  with  their 
shirts  and  coats.  "T"  shirts  and  other  such  informal 
apparel  are  not  considered  proper  for  any  meal. 
Only  electric  irons  issued  by  the  college  may  be 
used.  These  should  be  used  only  in  designated  areas 
and  should  be   unplugged  when   not  in   use.

Lounge:  For  the  use  of  non-resident  women,  there 
are  study,  rest,  and  lunch  rooms  in  the  north  hall  base- 
ment of  John   Sutton. 

There  is  also  a  commuters'  lounge  for  men  in  room 
3  3   of  Whitmyre   Hall. 

Mail:  Women  day  students  get  their  mail  in  boxes 
provided  for  them  in  John  Sutton  Hall;  men,  in  Whit- 
myre  Hall.     Commuters'   boxes   should    be   checked    daily. 

Parking:  Every  student  who  regularly  drives  a  car  on 
the  College  campus  must  register  with  the  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents, and  have  a  sticker  on  bumper  of  his  car.  Parking 
violations  are  checked  daily  and  the  driver  may  be  fined 
tor  illegal  parking. 

Non-Resident  Men's  League:  This  league  includes  all 
men  students  who  are  commuters  or  day  students  and 
those   who  live   in   private   homes  in   town. 

Non-Resident  Women's  League:  This  league  is  made 
up  of  all  those  women  students  who  do  not  live  in  the 
dormitories.  It  meets  the  third  Friday  of  every  month 
at  12:00  N  to  discuss  the  problems  of  the  organization. 
Since  every  woman  day  student  is  automatically  a  mem- 
ber, there  are  no  regular  dues,  but  small  fees  to  cover 
the  immediate  expense  of  social  events.  A  fall  outing 
and  a  spring  outing  are  held  at  the  College  Lodge. 
Occasional   teas   and   luncheons  are   held. 
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STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS 
THE   STUDENT   COOPERATIVE   ASSOCIATION 

The  ACTIVITY  FEE  for  the  regular  semester  is 
twenty  dollars  ($20);  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($3.50) 
for  the  three 'Week  summer  session;  seven  dollars  ($7) 
for  the  SIX 'Week  summer  session.  The  fee  for  each  sc 
mester  is  paid  by  each  student  at  the  time  of  registration. 
Checks  for  the  Activity  Fee  should  be  made  payable  to 
the  Student  Cooperative  Association.  If  the  Manager  of 
the  Cooperative  Association  permits  a  student  to  delay 
payment,  it  shall  be  with  the  understanding  that  all  such 
fees  shall  be  paid  by  October  15  or  February  25,  or  dur- 
ing the  summer  sessions  by  the  tenth  day  after  classes 
begin  that  session.  The  Manager  of  the  Cooperative 
.i^sociation  shall  send  one  reminder  via  college  mail. 
Failure  to  pay  the  Activity  Fee  by  the  appropriate  date 
shall  automatically  lead  to  immediate  suspension  from 
classes  and  all  college  activities.  The  only  exception  shall 
be  an  arrangement  for  later  payment  in  person  with  the 
manager,  when  special  conditions  warrant.  The  student 
receives  an  "I"  card  which  will  admit  him  free  of  charge 
to  all  social,  cultural,  and  athletic  activities  sponsored  by 
the  College  during  the  semester.  Full  refund  will  be 
given  for  students  Vi^ithdrawing  from  the  College  within 
one  month  from  the  first  day  of  classes.  After  the  first 
month    of   classes   absolutely   no   refunds  will   be   given. 


BANK  (STUDENT)  A  department  of  the  Coop' 
crative  Association  known  as  the  Student  Bank  is  oper' 
atcd  in  the  business  office  of  the  Student  Union.  StU' 
dents  receiving  money  from  home  and  not  wishing  to 
take  the  risk  of  carrying  it  on  their  persons  or  leaving 
it  in  their  rooms  may  deposit  it  in  the  bank  and  with' 
draw  it  as  needed  by  the  issuance  of  checks.  College 
checks  are  good  only  on  campus.  To  help  defray  the 
expense    of    insurance,    etc.,    a    nominal    charge    is    made

when  an  account  is  opened.    Students  arc   urged   to   use 
this  service  as  a  precaution  against  loss. 

The  BOOKSTORE  in  the  Student  Union  carries  all 
the  textbooks  u>c'd  iii  the  various  classes.  The  manage- 
ment of  the  Bookstore  is  directed  through  the  Student 
Cooperative  Asst)ciation.  Classroom  accessories  are  avail' 
able  at  nominal  prices.  Gym  clothing  and  college  rings 
may  also  be  obtained.  At  the  beginning  of  each  semes' 
tcr,  the  Bookstore  operates  an  additional  store  in  the 
Student   Union   where  textbooks  are   sold. 

The  STUDENT  UNION,  across  the  street  from 
W'hitmyrc  Hall,  i?  operated  by  the  Manager  of  the  Co- 
operative Association  under  a  special  Union  Fund.  The 
building  provides  a  place  for  student  relaxation;  card 
games,  dancing,  television,  ping-pong,  and  pool  are 
available.  Refreshments  may  be  purchased  at  the  snack 
bar.

The  Penn,  The  Oak,  Student  Cooperative  Association 
Office,  and  Game  Office  arc  housed  in  the  Student  Union. 

The    STUDENTS'    CENTRAL   TREASURY    serves 

the  purpose  of  a  bank  for  student  organizations,  making 
available  on  the  College  campus  all  services,  necessary 
business  papers,  and  standardized  procedures  for  the 
administration  of  extracurricular  finances.  The  office  is 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Cooperative  Manager,  who 
is   directly   responsible   to   the   President. 

Services  of  the  Students'  Central  Treasury  include 
installation  of  accounting  records,  uniform  continuation 
between  business  officers  and  their  successors,  systematic 
methods  for  handling  money,  and  general  assistance  to 
organization  officials  in  keeping  their  financial  activities 
on   a   sound   financial    basis. 

Organization  treasurers  are  required  to  write  receipts 
in  duplicate  for  all  dues,  fees,  assessments,  etc.,  which 
they  collect  or  receive.  They  give  the  original  copy  of 
the  receipt  to  the  person  from  whom  the  money  is  re- 
ceived   and   retain   the   duplicate   copy. 

The  fiscal  and  auditing  policies  for  all  student  and 
campus  groups  follow:  All  money  received  from  any 
source  whatever  by  any  group,  student  or  otherwise, 
which  is  not  part  of  the  Student  Cooperative  Association 
Budget,  shall  be  carried  in  a  Central  Treasury  account 
in  the  Student  Cooperative  Association.  All  expenditures 
must  be  made  through  the  Central  Treasury.  Further- 
more,  all  income  shall  be  deposited  promptly  in  the  Cen- 
tral  Treasury. 

Each    individual    responsible    for    a    Central    Treasury 
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account  shall  submit  the  organization's  books  for  audit- 
ing annually,  at  the  time  announced  in  the  college  bul- 
letin. After  prehminary  checking  and  correction,  each 
organizatu)n  shall  file  an  audit  report  (forms  may  be 
secured  in  the  Cooperative  Association  office)  which 
must  be  approved  as  correct  by  the  auditor.  Failure  tt> 
follow  the  foregoing  procedure,  or  failure  to  abide  by 
the  general  fiscal  policy  stated  in  the  foregoing,  shall 
lead  to  a  "freezing"  of  all  money  held  in  the  Central 
Treasury  account  of  an  organization  until  the  deficiency 
is   removed. 


STUDENT  GOVERNMENT 

Student  Council  is  composed  of  representatives  from 
each  department  of  the  College.  Also,  the  presidents  of 
the  following  organizations  automatically  become  mem- 
bers: the  four  classes.  Women's  Collegiate  Association. 
Resident  Men's  League,  Non-Resident  Men's  League,  and 
Non-Resident  Women's  League.  In  September,  six  addi- 
tional representatives  are  sent  from  the  freshman  class. 
The  duties  of  the  Student  Council  are  to  bring  the  stu- 
dent body,  faculty,  and  administration  closer  together 
through  a  frank  understanding  of  mutual  problems;  to 
provide  an  opportunity  for  discussion  of  student  prob- 
lems; and  to  foster  a  feeling  of  friendliness  on  campus. 
The  president  and  the  vice-president  of  the  Student 
Council    are    chosen    in    a    college -wide   election. 

The  Student  Council  of  Indiana  is  a  member  of  the 
Associated  Student  Governments  of  the  State  Colleges 
of  Pennsylvania.  The  purposes  of  this  organization  are: 
to  promote  a  high  degree  of  cooperation  among  the  stu- 
dents, faculties,  and  administrations  of  the  member  col- 
leges; to  promote  the  development  of  more  democratic 
governments  in  those  colleges:  and  to  provide  for  the 
unification   of  action   through   the  association. 
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The  COLLEGE  LODGE  plays  an  important  part  in 
the  instructional  and  recreational  life  of  Indiana.  Owned 
by  students  and  faculty,  this  100  acres  of  wooded  hill' 
side,  with  its  rustic  lodge,  three  shelter  houses,  and  rope 
ski  tow,  not  only  olTers  opportunities  for  classes  to  study 
nature  and  conservation  but  also  is  in  demand  for  pic- 
nics,   meetings,   and   winter  sports. 

Arrangements  for  use  of  College  Lodge  property  by 
groups,  classes,  or  individuals  must  be  made  in  the  office 
of  the  Dean  of  Women  at  least  one  day  prior  to  use. 
A  permit  is  issued  and  must  bo  presented  to  the  care- 
taker   on    arrival. 


The  caretaker  is  held  responsible  for  regulations  for 
use  of  the  Lodge  property.  Those  using  the  property 
are  responsible  to  him    for   its   proper  use. 

Any  student  or  faculty  member  on  the  property  at 
any  time  must  be  ready  to  identify  himself  by  present- 
ing an  "I"  card  at  the  request  of  the  caretaker,  but 
possession  of  an  "I"  card  without  a  permit  does  not 
grant   permission    to    use    Lodge    property. 

The    following    are    eligible   to    use   the    Lodge: 

A.  Any    student   group    with    a    faculty    adviser. 

B.  Any    organized    unit   or    group    of   aluiniu'. 

Cj.    Any  organized    faculty  group,   groups  with   faculty 
predominating,  or   faculty   families. 

D.  Students  with  their  families  may  use  outside  shel- 
ters when   the  usual   permit  has   been   isstied. 

E.  Any    other    organization    approved    by    the    Treas' 
urer.

The  RELIGIOUS  LIFE  COMMITTEE  composed  of 
three  faculty  members  and  a  student  chairman,  with 
other  faculty  religious  organization  advisers  and  student 
presidents,  is  responsible  for  the  religious  activities  of 
the  college  students.  It  serves  to  coordinate  the  activi- 
ties of  the  Student  Christian  Association  and  the  college 
church  clubs.  The  committee  plans  and  arranges  the 
Religion  in  Life  programs  and  the  monthly  College  VeS' 
pers.    Faculty  Chairman,   Sahli. 
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EXTRACURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 

The  policies  with  respect  to  extracurricular  activities 
are: 

1.  The  College  Calendar  for  each  school  year  will 
be  prepared  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women  by 
April    1    of  the   preceding   school   year. 

2.  After  the  College  Calendar  is  set,  all  requests  for 
changes  or  additions  arc  to  be  presented  in  writing,  to 
the  Dean  of  Women,  countersigned  by  the  adviser  of 
the  organi2;ation  involved,  not  later  than  one  week  prior 
to  the  beginning  of  the  month  in  which  the  event  is  to 
occur.  Changes  will  be  approved  only  in  cases  of  emer' 
gency. 

3.  If  specific  facilities  are  required  for  meetings  or 
other  activities,  they  should  be  arranged  for,  then  cleared, 
with  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Women   as  follows:

4.  Professional  meetings  are  held  on  Monday,  Tues- 
day, Wednesday,  and  Thursday  nights  as  scheduled  on 
the  Calendar  of  regular  events  in  the  office  of  the  Dean 
of  Women,  and  should  be  limited  to  one  hour  insofar  as 
possible.  These  meetings  should  not  include  the  serving 
of  refreshments  more  than  twice  a  semester  if  weekly 
meetings  are  held,  and  twice  a  year  if  monthly  meetings 
are  held.  Dinner  meetings  or  outings  scheduled  on  these 
nights   should   terminate   by   8:00   p.m. 
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5.  Social  events  should  be  confined  to  Friday  eve 
nings,  Saturday  afternoons  or  evenings,  as  scheduled  on 
the   calendar. 

6.  All  special  social  events  involving  late  permis' 
sions,  the  use  of  the  social  facilities  such  as  the  Lodge, 
should   be   limited   to   one  a   semester   insofar   as   possible. 

7.  Campus  organizations  are  expected  not  to  com- 
pete with   major  all-campus   activities. 

8.  Any  group  desiring  to  form  a  student  organiza- 
tion shall  petition  the  Student  Council,  which  will  lor- 
ward  recommendation  to  the  Administrative  Council. 
Such  petition  shall  state  the  purpose  of  the  organization, 
eligibility  requirements,  the  approximate  amount  of  the 
student's  time,  the  money  needed  for  the  organization, 
and  the  name  of  its  faculty  adviser.  A  tentative  list  of 
prospective   charter   members   shall   be  included. 

9.  Each  student  organization  shall  have  a  faculty  ad- 
viser approved   by  the   President  of  the   College. 

10.  The  finances  of  all  student  organizations  shall  fol' 
low  the  procedures  prescribed  by  the  Central  Treasurer 
and  Manager. 

11.  Any  case  of  disagreement  between  a  student  and 
his  faculty  adviser  or  the  organization  concerning  par' 
ticipation  in  extracurricular  activities  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Administrative  Council. 

12.  The  faculty  adviser  shall  submit  to  the  Dean  of 
Women  the  names  of  all  officers  of  his  student  organi- 
zation within  ten  days  after  the  appointment  or  election. 
In  addition,  to  permit  official  recognition  in  the  student's 
accumulative  record,  the  adviser  shall  submit  an  annual 
report  of  student  participation  in  his  student  organization. 

13.  A  report  of  each  prom  should  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Dean  of  Women  not  later  than  one  week 
after  the  event.  This  report  will  include  the  budget, 
committee  appointments  and  reports,  and  a  summary  of 
the  prom  itself.  These  will  be  filed  for  use  by  students 
and   advisers   planning   future   proms. 
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14.  A  list  of  chaperone-guests  must  be  in  the  office 
of  the  Social  Deans  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  event. 
Men  only,  Dean  of  Men:  women  only,  Dean  of  Women; 
mixed   affair.   Dean  of  Women   and   Dean   of  Men. 

15.  Lists  of  women  attending  proms,  for  which  late 
permission  is  requested,  must  be  in  the  office  of  the 
Dean   of  Women  by   noon   of  the   day   before   the   event. 

General  regulations  regarding  extracurricular  activities 
follow: 

1.  No  student  shall  be  elected  to  office  in  any  stU' 
dent  organization  unless  he  has  a  "C"  average  or  better 
in  all  work  completed  up  to  that  time,  and  is  doing 
satisfactory  work  in  each  of  his  subjects  at  the  time  he 
is  elected. 

2.  No  student  who  has  below  a  "C"  average  or  who 
has  a  failure  in  any  subject  for  a  semester  shall  retain 
active  membership  in  any  fraternity  during  the  following 
semester.  The  interpretation  of  this  rule  in  individual 
cases  shall  be  left  to  the  Inter-Fraternity  Council  or  the 
Panhellenic   Council. 

3.  No  student  shall  hold  more  than  one  major  office 
at  a  time.  Each  of  the  following  shall  be  considered  as 
a  major  office:  (a)  President  of  a  fraternity,  Student 
Council,  Senior  Class,  or  any  organization  in  which  the 
time  required  for  the  office  will  average  more  than  two 
hours  per  week  for  the  semester:  (b)  Manager  of  a 
varsity  sport;  (c)  Editor  of  the  Indiana  Penn;  (d)  Oi' 
f.cer  of  any  student  organization  where  the  time  required 
for  office  will  probably  average  more  than  two  hours  per 
week  for  the  semester:  (c)  Editor  or  business  manager 
of  The  Oak;  (f)  President  of  the  Women's  Athletic  As- 
sociation. 

4.  Approval  for  participation  of  persons  in  activities 
in  which  they  represent  the  College  before  the  public 
shall  be  obtained  from  the  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs. 
This  includes  athletics,  drama.  International  Relations
